With a large-number of people in 
attendance, the Heber Valley Arts 
Council provided an historic event 
locally with the Arts Sampler event 
this past Saturday, Six arts were 
brought together through a coopera- 
tive community effort from various 
age groups. A visual arts display 
representing the work of eighteen 
local artists gave the public a vari- 
cty of pieces to enjoy. Dance forms 
added beauty of movement and a 
theatrical presentation gave expres- 
sion to multiple talents. 

We were privileged to hear in- 
strumontal duets on flute, guitar and 
plano, Culinary arts samples were 
provided by ten local merchants. Of 
special note is the formation of an 
ongoing community choir and a 
twenty two member string ensem- 
ble. Our area has never had an out- 
let for talented string players to 
share their abilities in an organized 
group of this size. Many people at 
the sampler expressed pleasure in 
both hearing the orchestra and in 
this need of our musicians finally 
being fulfilled 

Other comments were heard at the 
sampler such as the following. "I 

‘didn't know we had: such a large 
amount of talent in our small val- 
ley. " Another person said, "This is 
a very professional presentation It's 
a wonderful event!" Several people 
said, "We need a community center 
built for the performing arts so we 


can have a permanent location to 
hold more events such as this.” 

We are appreciative of all who 
helped in any way to make this 
event successful, 

The Arts Council incorporated 
last March with a major goal of 
providing support and cooperation 
among the arts, The corporation can 
provide goods and services effi- 
ciently with public support. We are 
in hopes that more of the general 
public will join us as members.
